“During the Jast two month, 
however, the food situation in 
the Colony has ateadily im- 
proved, largely ns a result of 
the Government’s enlightened 
policy of price control nnd re- 
Hef for those in distress,” went 
on Majer Eggleton, “No small 
contribution has been made by 
the varlous public charity and 
relief organisations. 

WHAT ELSE CAN BE DONE? 

Soon we shall be back to pre- 
war conditions, But are we ww 
stop there? Were pre-war cond!- 
tions good enough? Did all have 
enough to eat? There are few tn 
this Colony to-day who belleve 
that to attaln pre-war conditions 
should be our yont What else 
then enn be done to help secure « 
lasting binprovement — in the 
Colony’s standard of nutrition? 

In one small Government depart- 
ment where the Chinese staff was 
found to be undernourlshed, the’ 
British official in charge supple- 
mented, at his own expense, not 
onty the food of the staff but alse 
that of their dependents, a total 
of 24 people. Every few days for 
eight weeks cach member of the 
staff! was weighed. The resulta,

“Inability to afford adequate 
meals is, of course, the principal 
cause of malnutrition, but there 
aro some people,” sald Major 
Egleton, “who try to subsist on a 
bowl of rice and a’ few bean 
sprouts either becnuse they are 
too mean to spend mors moncy on 
food or beenuse they do not under- 
stand the rules of nutrition, This 
way of living {nevitndly leads to 
poor health and lack of, efficiency. 
One square meal a day is absolute- 
ly necessary.”

count the cost of war as worth 
winning for the advantages, 
though they seem to us to-day to 
be very triyjal. 

“Such an attitude towards war 
is impoxsible to our generation, 
The atomic bomb has brought 
home as nothing else that if civill- 
sution js lo survive there must be 
no repetition of the first and 
second world wars, 

“Therefore when [ spoke with 
President Truman I] thought not 
only vf elimination of the otom 
bomb from the armoury of nations 
but of what kind of world order 
is necessary {n an epoch in which 
science places {n man’s hands such 
u terrible weapon, 

“There have been attompts in 
the past 40 eliminate certain 
Weapons and certain methods of 
warfare, There wos the Geneva 
Convention, but that did: not 
Fuardniie that if the Nazis had 
thourht {it worth while they 
would have used eas again, 

QUEENBERRY RULES 

"The bombing of open cities 
once filled the world with horror 
but it became an everyday ex- 
perience of the citizens of bo London. 

“I do not believe that there can 
be o set of Queensberry Rules in 
the world. I think an attempt on 
those lines is a8 futile as the 
attempt in the Middle Agea to ban 
that unspurting methed of waging 
was—unpowder, 

“Tt ig as. swell that we showld. 
make up our minds that in a war 
on a senle comparable to that 
from which we have Just emerged 
every weapon will be used. We 
may confidently expect that full- 
seale atomic warfare will result 
{n the Uestruction of grent citics, 
the deaths of millions and the 
setting back of civilisation to an 
unimaginable extent.
